And whereas it is ſaid, If ye be led by the Spirit, ye are wt vnder the law, bat 


under grace,Gale 5.18. it is to beunderftood , you do obey the law freely 


without the laſhing or conſtraining power of the law, and where it is faid, /i 
ſhall not have dominion over you, for you are not under tbe law, but under grace, 
Rom. 3. 13- this is plain, tha: if finne have dominion over you, you are under 
the curſe and conderaning power of the law ; but from the raigne of finne 
and frem the curſe of the law, you are freed by Chriſt, Rom. 8, 1. Gal. 3 12, 
This curſe and condemning power of the Jaw, 1s not made for a righteous man. 
but for the ungodly, for finners, and. unholy, for murtherers, and whoremon-, 
pers, theeves, and lyars. and perjured perſons, or any other finne that is contra- 
ry to ſound doarine, 1.

Then they ay ( /riff xs the 
64d of the Law for righteouſneſſe, 1o.1 lay too, for he bath put an end to all types 
and ſhadowes of the Ceremoniall law , and he hath pat an end to the cwule 
and bondage of the mora'l lay ; Chrrſt hath red:emel 1s from the curſe of the 
law, being made a cur (e for us, Gal. 3.13. and from th: condemning porer of 
it, Rom. 8. 1. bur if we {peak of obedience to the commanding power of the 
law, Chriſt is the ſcop and end co which all our obedience trends, and he 1s the 
end for whole ſake all the promiſes are made pood unto us, and not for our o- 
bedience, and he alone gives being and performance to them all, 2 Cor. 1, 20. 
and he is the end of che law for righteouinefſe, rhat is, the law brings us to 
Chriſt tor righteouſneſle, and in him we have rightcouſneſle to fulfil the law, 
nat inherent but by imputation > Then are we freed from the law. no,then are 
we tyed faſter in obedience to it,foraſmuc'1 as we had no power before to do it, 
bur now through Chrilt we candoe all things.

1 19.97. thy teſtimonies are my delight, and what followes> and my councel- 
lonrs, ver.24. Unjeſle thy Jaw had beene my delight, Ihad periſhed in mine af- 
flition : Iwill never forget thy precepts, for with them thon haſt quickned 
me vcy.92.93, that is, the ſheeying him his duty revived his dull ſpirits that 
began to flagye and faint + bur thete men deſpiſe the Law of God, becanſe ic 
is ſent by Aoſer; bur faith Chriſt, had ye beleeved Moſes,ye would have be- 
leeved me, for he wrote of me; and if ye will not beleeve his writings, how 
fhall ye beleeve my words, John 5, 46.47.

had faith or calling ;_ an] he ſaxh, children when they dye are ſaved withoue 
faith ; but I ſuppole that tobe more then he can prove, becauſe without faith 
it is unpoſſible to pleaſe God, axd he that beleeverh not is damned alreatly, and 
the wrath of God abideth on him : but that wrath muſt be rer.oved, and they 
muſt pleaſe God before they can be ſaved, althongh we cannot conceive the 
manner how it is wrought in them, therefore when Chrift came to heale any 
dileaſes, if he perceived they had faith to-be healed, then he cured them, and 
commonly he laid, according to-thy fauh be it unto thee, all things arepoſſib!c 
ro.him that beleeverh : he ſaith, they that mix the Law and the Goſpell toge- 
ther are falſe teachers ; ana lo I ſay too, and to make redemption conditional 
to depend on duties as cauſes, I lay the ſame; bur toſay theſe duties are not 
required as the yyay to ſalyation, is.a groſle etrour,;that beatsoft all obedience 
to the law of Gad.; but they lay, the tate.of a Chriſtian is moſt free inthis re- 
{peR, becauſe nothing at all is required of him; and he faith, rhey are decei- 
vers that teach otherwiſe, To.that their free grace they boaſt ſo-much of, is no= 
thing but a freedome from all obedience to.the lavy of God.. 

L find in that book of theirs, that they lay,legall Teachers ſay, that repentance, 
hamitations ſclf-deaial, weepwrg, monrning, faſt mg au1 praymg, and the uſe of 
the Sacraments, the obſerving of the Sabbath, and de 1g 45 oxe would be done 
unto, and the reſt, muſt be aone as duties, but are palable miit:kings, for they 
are made as duties by almoſt all Teachers, 

But here they ſhey their finne as Sodome, and hewray what they meane by 
their tree grace 5, yet T1 lay againe, that we deny that duties are any cauſes of 
our ſalyation, bur they are the way appointed by the I ord to artaine that en, 
and muſt be done in obedience to Gods command, and not left for us to doe, 
or not to doe at our plea'ure ; theſe ought to be preſſed as duties; fo lons as we 
carry abour with us.daily a body of finne, which is asa heavy weight upon us, 
ard being alwayes with ns, and makes us faile in all our duties; we then had 
need to be flirred up daily to weeping and mourning and to repent of our fail- 

n2s ; nay, although we know nothing by our ſelves, yer ate we not hereby ju. 
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Rified, x Cor. 4..4. becauſe: there: be many 4ecrer (innes-in us that we'catrot 
find-out, O Lord forggve our. ſecret ſize, Pit. 19: he Gich, feareharh torment , 
ſo I fay. that flaviſh feare hath torment,ant is not made perte in love; Joh. 
4 18. but filtall feare 18a companion of al! joy and comfort, Pal. 2. 11. 56. 6. 
he ſaith, it 1s in vaine to bid a beleever humble himſelfe, for there is none {0 


humble as he. But is this an argument ſ{ufficienc, why beleevers ſhould nor be 


called upon-to humble thern(elves, becaufſe others are nor'humbled > and be- 
caule they {ce others are worſe then themtelves? but this-is their folly ; who 
have lefc the law of -God which is: the true rule, and make fintull men their 
rule, and (o'the blind lead the blind, till both fall into the dicch. Bur we muſt 
not follow the Antinomeans rale, fo long as we have the true rule to walke by, 
which is the perfe& andecternall law of God ; this glafſe of Gods law will ſhe w 
us our finnes ; { had ot knowne finne but by the Law, Rom. 7. 7, for by the 1:w 
rs the knowledge of ſme, Rom. 3, 20, and it was after Pax!s converſion, that he 
looked uponthelaw and came to know his finne, which ſhews that he had nor 
done with R whenhe beleeved, and are we more perfeR then he > - 

Although abeletver comes to fee his ownt vileneſle, and thefefore denies 
himſelfe,and no man more,yet he ts but part ſpirit and part fleſh,and theſe two 
ae fighting continually in him, and ye ſee the often fals of the beſt of Gods 
people, which ſhould be a warning to us to walke circumſpeRly, not as fooles 
bur as wile, Ephe. 4+ 15. we had need be ready and willing both to give coun- 
ſell and to receive counſell,to walkewatchfully and humbly, let xs co-fider.oe 
anther, and provoke unto love and to-good workes, Heb. 10, 24; Paul hids T:- 
mothy to ftirre up that gift that was grven him, 2 Tim. 1.6. and Paul with- 
Rood Peter to his face, becauſe he was to be blamed ; 1 Barnabas was carried 
away alſo with therr diſſimulation, Gal.2.11.13. 

- Then ſure Pax! was no Antinomean, that (irs np their dull ſpirits to their 


duties of obedience and watchfnineſſe ; neither was Barnavas,nor Timothy,nor 
. the reſt Antinomeans, thar ſtood in need of the helpe of others, when one of 


chem his graces ſeemed to dye within him, and the other almoſt loſt, til Paul 
reuſed chem up againe ; then take notice of this prophane man, how. his free 
grace gives way freely to all manner of ſinnes in beleevers, when he faith, you 


"need not bid them trohumble themſelves ;- what is this bur to: make 'vord all 


Chriſtian duries, and for -moutrnimg'for ſame and faſting > when the Bride. 
oroome ſeemes to be taken away from them, and his faith is clouded, you need 
not to bid them faſt and mourne, for (faith he) they are too apt and too prone 
ro wrong themſelves thereby ;and'ſo in the matter of repentance. 

Therevore rather reprove them that doe ſo for their weaknefſe; but muſt 
we beleeve this Antinomean, rather -rhen the Bridegeroome himſelfe > who 
{aith, the dayes w come, Whes the B ridegroome (ball be taken away from them - 
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both for himſelfe and others tobe a duty ;' ſaith Sammel, Go 


. with 4 briefe and plaine Arfirey to them: 24 
and thts foal they foft mr thoſe dayes, Luke 3.35; (urdly if this matiHadknown 
what it by to have be Ak clonded;':and' the loving wrtentrax of 
God hidden from him, it would make him faſt, and mourne, and weepe, *v 
have thoſe joyes reibored agame, that the broken bones may rejoyee, Plal.51.8.12.

9, now if they be ſo ſen- 
ſible of this heavy. ſentence, they are wiſer then-I tooke them to be, to ſave 
themſelves that labour, when thetr prayer is nothing worth, becauſe they for-

Burt they ſay, a beleever cannot want much nor many things, therefore they 
need not pray : I anſfiv. Although a beleever be rich, yer he hath ic nor in hfs 
owne keeping: he hath exczedmg great and precious promiles, 2 Per.1. 4. but 
we mnſt ferchout theſe things, as wehave occahion by the prayer of faith; thus 
ſaith the Lord God, Yer / wrll be ſowghe-for of the bouſe of Iſrael, Ezck. 36.37- 
ake of me and [will grve thee, Plal. 2. 8. and ſometimes Drves hath his good 
things, and Lazarrs his evillthings, Luke 16,25. hecauſe God loves to hear his 
people pray, Prov. rg. 8. But then faith this man, if they doe pray, ſure a very 


ſhort prayer may ſerve their turne, -as-our Saviour well knew when he tanghe 


us how to pray, and reproved long prayer ; here thisrhan ſheweth all his heart, 
.then {ee hoy he ſu-kes poyſon our of the fyeereft Flowers, as the Roſe of Sha- 
ron, and the Lilly of the Vallies, Cant. 2. 1. he turnesthe meaning of Chrilt 
himſelfe to-his owne corruptedhumour, as all Hereriques uſe to doe.. 
For Chriſt did but teach chem the ground of all-prayer, but wherr he ſer him- 
felfe to pray, he continued all mp ht 51 prayer to God, Luke 6. 12. When Perer 
was 11: priſon, prayer was made without ceaſing to God for him, Qs 12, 5, men 
ought alwayesto pray nnd not faint, Luke 18.1. Cornelins pray ed alwayes, Ally 
10. 2- Then did all theſe tay nothing bur that we call the Lords Prayer, and 
then ceaſe, or did they ſay it over asmany timesava Fryar will tye his- whore 
to ſay it, to latisfie for her whoredome ; which is their folly.” 
Neither did Chriftintend to: reprove long prayers, but when they asked
